But 
those who have lived in India and visited 
places where the elephant convict stations 
ere and who have met an elephant battery 
have « littl more to say on the matter, 
Elephants are used for many purposes, but 
principally for carrying heavy loadsa from 
one part of the country to ancther. The 
Indian Government procures the best of 
them, which they use a¢ transports and for 
their artillery, When garison artillery go 
to India they become either male or 
elephant batteries, Thereare elephants to 
each battery, To each gun (forty pounders) 
are attached two elephants tandem fashion, 
and « third elephant follows as a reserve, 
When they come to a very rough road or 
steep hill, where the two are unable to 
pall it, the reserve elephant catches hold 
of the gun behind with bie trunk and 
pushes.

Few people seem to be aware of 
jthe magnitade or of the far-reaching 
; consequences of the enterprise upon 
which Chicago has embarked for the 

ispeaition of ite sewer-fifth, During 
the last three years the city has al- 
ready spent more than ten million dollars 
in the construction of « canal which is to 
turn a portion of the water of the Great 
Lakes along an old glacial outlet into the 
Mississippi Valley, and carry the sewage 
with it #o diluted that it will not be « 
menace to the health of the Illinois valley 
through which it is to flow, Ten millioh 
more dollars will have to be spent before 
the canal is in active operation ; but the 
work ia prosecuted with euch energy that 
its completion is looked for within the 
next two years, 

This is net to be «canal with locks to 
regulate the flow of water, but an open 
channel one hundred and sixty feet wide at 
the bottom, and eighteen feet deep, with 
plane for deepening it still more in the 
future, When first opened it ie to dis- 
charge 10,000 cubic feet of water per seo- 
ond, which is about five per cent. of the 
amount now flowing through Niagara 
river. The quantity of water to be dis- 
charged in fixed by the legislature of the 
state with s view to protecting the valley 
of the Illinois from contamination. When 
the population of the city shall exceed 
3,000,000 the quantity of the discharge is 
to be increased in proportion to the excess, 
The amount of thy original discharge is so 
great that the

plishing of auch 


AN ENORMOUS ENTERPRISE 

is rendered possible by the peculiar phytical 
geography of the Great Lakes, Lake Michi- 
gan and Huron are practically on the same 
water-level, about 580 feet above the sea, 
while Lake Erie is only eight feet lower. 
Lake Superior is an independent basin 
twenty feet higher, The basin of the lower 
three of these lakes is so delicately poised 
that only four feet of rock and two of gravel 
at Chicago prevent them from spilling over 
into the Mississippi valley at high water. 
The rock bottom of the Niagira, where it 
leaves Lake Erie, ia only thirty feet lower 
than the rock shelf which forms the 
barrier weet of Chicago. An elevation of 
fifty feet at Baffalo, or depression of the 
same amount at Chicago, would reverse the 
dramage and make the four lakes tributary 
to the Mississippi. What nature could do 
no easily the engineers of Chicago are todo 
in part by the expenditure of the vast sums 
put at their service by the city. 

This plan for the dis of Ohicage’s 
sewage has been devised by the city and 
the atate without formal consultation with 
other parties whose interests may be affect- 
ed by it. I. seems assumed that, since 
the canal is wholly within the territory of 
Tilinois, it is not necessary to consider the 
other interesta involved. But the cities 
slong the lower lakes are just beginning to 
be aroused to a consideration of the possible 
effect of this scheme upon the level of the 
lakes, and upon the depth of the water in 
their harbors, and in the channela which 
have been deepened at great expense to 
facilitate commerce to their porta, The 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce haa just 
petitioned the secretary of war to investi- 
gate the matter at once, and ascertain 
whateffect the canal will really have, so 
that proper measures may be instituted for 
the protection of all 


THE INTERESTS AT STAKE. 


In teaponse to this action of the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce, other cities on the 
lakes have joined inthe request, so that 
public attention will be occupied with the 
question to # large extent for some years to 
come, <A few words, therefore, with. refer- 
ence to the elements involved will not be 
amiss. 

The total drainage area of the four up- 
per lakes is 250,000 square miles, with « 
raintall of about thirty-one inches, If we 
reckon that from 35 to 40 per cent. of this 
is now discharged through Niagara River 
(which ia a liberal estimate), it would make 
the amount to be about 200,000 cubic feet 
per second. This accords very closely with 
the estimate made by Major Rutiner, the 
United States engineer in charge of the 
survey of the lower part of Lake Erie. In 
1893 he was set to gauge the flow at Black 
Rock, near the head of Niagara River, As 
a resulc of this investigation he concluded 
that the average discharge of the river waa 
@ little over 200,000 cubic feet per second,

Systematic Fraud Biacevered by Uatted 
States Castoma Office re. 

Tne/United States Customs officials in 
Montreal have made some startling dis- 
coveries, which will cause arreste and a 
sensation among the smugglers of phen- 
acetin and eulfonal not only in Montreal, 
but also in Toronto, New York and Boston, 
Daring the past year the authorities at 
Washington and elsewhere bave known 
that vast quantities of the drugs referred 
to have been, and are now, smuggled 
through from Montreal to Boston, Special 
officers were sent from the headquarters of 
the U.S. Customs Department to trace if 
possible the gang operating, but without 
avail. The local officers were on the alert 
and have succeeded in getting “* the inside 
track” of what promises to give startling 
disclosures in the course of a few days, 
The head-quarters of the leader of the 
gang has been located in the East End 
of Montreal and he is now) under the 
surveillance of a Seoret Service officer, 
who, when the trap is ready to epring on 
the gang, will be arrested, He ia watched 
night and day.

EFFECT OF THE NEW RIFLES. 


A Sarecen tn Chinn Sars They Weand 
Mere Men, Bat Net se Beverely, 


The evolation of the modern military 
small bore rifle has been of eo recent date 
that, antil the war in the East, no oppor. 
tunity has ecourred to enable comparisons 
to be made of the destructiveness in actual 
warfare of the long, thin bullet of the new 
weapon with the larger and heavier ball of 
the older atyle gun. Up to the present time 
the knowledge of the surgical reeulte of the 
marked reduction in caliber has been based 
upon the experimenta made upon bedies-of 
men and animals by numerous investigators 


n thia country and abroad, The deductions 
made from these teetahave naturally been 
largely of a theoretical nature} and as euch 
have not been entirely satisfactory to mili- 
eu and others interested in the 
development of the emall-bore rifle. 

During the progress of the Eastern war a 
portion of the Japanese army waa armed 
with the Maratea rifle, ‘a small bore 
weapon carrying a copper and nickle-plated 
ballet of « diameter of, 3145-inches, weighing 
233 grains, and projected with « muzzle 
velocity of 1850 feet per second, [his 
weapon 4 ximates the Lee-Metford 
magazine rifle of the English army. The 
character of the wounds made by the Mura 
ta rifle, as shown by the Chinese injured in 
the military operations in Manchuria, is 
given in detail by Dr, Dugald Christie, or 
the Moukden Medical Mission, in a letter 
to the British Medical Journal, 

Since part of the Japanese forces were 

vided with a modification of the old 
artini-Henry rifle, with ite comparatively 
larze soft bullets, moving at « relatively 
moderate velocity, the effects of the two 
forma of bulleta were the more marked and 
striking. The contused, lacerated wounds 
of the softer large-bore bulleta, with their 
characteriatic ragged point of entrance, the 
extessively splintered bone, and the gaping 
exit bo well known to the older army sar- 
geons, contrasted ~~ with the small, 
clean-cut wounds made by the small-oali- 
bered bullet, the absence of bruising of the 
surrounding tissues, the alight tendency. to 
comminution of the bones and the rapidity 
with which the wound healed, While the 
increased explosive action which is given to 
the amall-caliber bullet by the high muzzle 
velocity would apparently point to greater 
destruction of the tissues, it was shown 
that the harder shell of the ball, and its 
leaner liability to become deformed, resulted 
on the whole not so in an explosive effect 
mark 

From an experience with « large number 
of the wounded from the battles of Ping- 
Yang, ChinyChow and other engagements 
in the region of Manchuria, Dr. Ubristie is 
led to conclude that, while the new bullet 
of emall. caliber and great velocity may 
wound & number of men, it ie lees 
destructive im ite effecta on the tisenes of 
the body, and therefore less fatal than the 
older missile, 


LARGE FAMILIES. 


Twelve Children and Upward Quite Com 
mon In Quebec. 


Canada is perhaps the only country in 
the world where a state premium is regylar- 
ly given for large families, The practice 
began when the country was still a French 
colony. Under the reign of Louis XLV. a 
decree waa passed, awarding to every 
father of a family in Canada who had ten 
children a yearly pension equal to about 


sixty dollars, and to every father of twelve 
children # pension of eighty dollars, 

The custom has been revived in the 
Province of Quebeo ; though the prize for 
large jamilies is now awarded not in money, 
but in land, Any native or naturalized 
Canadian, domiciled in the Province of 
Quebeo, who is able to prove that he is the 
father of twelve living children, the isene 
of » lawful marriage, is given a hundred 
acres of land by the provincial govern- 
ment. 

Within four years the government haa 
awarded nearly one hundred and eignty 
thousand acrea of land in thia way; for 
seventeen hundred ani forty-two men had 
come forward and proved that they had 
twelve or more children, 

To do thia, the applicant must send to 
the provincial secretary hie marriage cer- 
tificate and the baptismal certificate of each 
of his children, and « paper from a justice 
of the attesting the fact that he is 
the father of at least twelve children, and 
giving the name of each child, 

The number of applicants for the prize 
does not by any means re tthe num- 
ber of families of twelve children and up- 
wardin the province. Such families are 
not uncommon among the French-Cana- 
diane; but not every head of such afamily 
is inclined to accept # public gratuity. 

No auch unwillingness waa felt, however, 
by Mr, Paul Belanger, of Riviere du Loup, 
who demanded three hundred acres of land, 
He sent documenta to show that he waa 
the father of thirty-aix children, and asked 
for a hundred acres for each dozen, 

Among the families which have been re- 
warded with this premium is that to which

BIRDS HELP THE FARMERS. 


Preef Faratshed That They Eat Insects 
and Not Grain. 


Dr. O. Hart Merriam, chief of the divis- 
jon of ornithology of the agricultural de- 
partment of the United States, has analyz- 
ed the contents of the stomachs of hawks, 
owls, blackbirds, meadow larks and other 
birds of North America, which are sup- 
posed to be strikingly beneficial to or 
injurious to the crops of farmera, The 
stomachs of over 7,000 birds taken at 
different seasons of the year have been 
already analyzed and the contents determ- 
ined, while some 12,000 are atill unexamin- 
ed, Theresalte in some cases have been 
remarkable showing that popular ideas 
regarding the injurious effects of certain 
birds were wholly mistaken, This hah 
been found to be especially the case with 
hawke and owls, for the slaughter of which 
many states give bounties. Pennsylvana 
in two years gave over $100,000 in hawk 
and owl bounties. Examinations of -ite 
atomacha of these birds proved conclusively 
that 95 per cent, of their food was field 
mice, grasshoppers, crickets, etc., which 
were = more injurious to farm crops 
then they. It was found that only five 
kinds hawks and owls ever touch 

try, and then to a very limited extent,

The charges against 
the crow waa that he ate corn and destroyed 
mate altry and wild birds, Examination 
of their stomachs showed that they ate

improvemnta for this purpose, Keasoning 
from the same standpoint, the farmer 
should endeavor to produce the beet qaii- 
ity of bay for winter feeding. Especially 
is thie desirable where cows are milked 
& part or the whole of the winter season 
Usher cropa will be needed for this purpose, 
but hay made from grass will continue to 
have ite appropriate place. And this 
should bein quality as near grass as the 
conditions wl allow it to be made. 

How to raise the most and best bay 
should be the aim of farmers who keep 
stock, and particularly cows. Some far- 
mere seed to grass in the fall, but perhaps 
more in spring. Thie is an important 
matter, ae much of the usefulness of the 
meadows after seeding will depend on the 
condition of the soil and how thia work is 


done. 

First, the eoil should be in a good con- 
ditvon aa regards fertility and a thorough 
pulverization, Perhaps more frequent than 


|} io any other way, cultivated crop is first 


taken from the land, either corn or pota- 
toes, and then the next year it is seeded to 
grass along with eome kind of grain. 
Where this in done, and the land eufficient- 
ly manured, it should be in a good condition 
physical and otherwise—to produce aat- 
infactory crops o}-hay for a term of years, 
with proper treatment. Hut in this work 
) particular reference should be had to the 
jfuture crop of hay, rather than mere 
present returns, 

The manure should not all be applied to 
the first crop. If it ie, there will be but com- 
paratively little of it left tor the succeeding 
cropa of rye A part of the manure at 
least should be « a with the crop when 
seedidtg down, f the soil isin «a pretty 
good state of fertilityand there are fears 
that more manure would cause the grain to 
lodge and thus smother or kill out the 
young grass, then it had better not be 
applied. In such instances, or where there 
ia not enongh of manure for profitable use, 
a good super-phosphate can be employed 
with excellent results, 

As to the kinds and yrrend of graes 
seeds to be sown. This will depend ly

would bealike adapted to all sections. But 
in all parts some kinds are much better 
than others and.these should be used = Per- 
ho one variety ia in more general 
favor than the clover in some of ite forma, 
It iegood for the soil, and makes the best 
of hay when properly managed, Here at 
the east’we sow quitelargely of the medium 
‘véd and the aleike clovers, believing a 
mixture of the two to be better than either 
alone, With these we nse timothy to a 
large extent, some = adding red-top 
or any other kind of grass that may seem 
desirable. At the weat and south other 
varieties of the clover may be better, as 
well ae of other kinds of grasses, The idea 
should be to’ choose those kinds that 
experience proves to be the beat adapted 
to any given locality or soil. . Again it will 


try| pay to get the cleanest and purest 


that can be obtained, mot only for the real 
value of the hay, but to avoid as far as may 
be the introduction of noxious weeds that 
are fast being apread over the country in 
the seeds that are purchased, toa very large 
extent, A little extra for pure seed should 
induce no one to take au inferior article, 
even at a considerable lower price. 

For some reason—perhapa the condition 
vf the soil and the numerous insect peste— 
mach more seed is now required to 
the acre than when the country was new, 
We aleo now considera finer quality of hay 
superior to that whica is larger and coarser 
in growth, at least for cowa and young 
animale, 

A good farmer finds this mixture to 
anewer an excellent purpose on hie soil ; 
Right to ten pounda of clover, three pounds 
of alsike clover and enough of timothy and 
red-top to make up a half-bushel per acre, 
This is . Before the grass seed is sown 
the land should be eleared of all obstruc- 
tions that would be in the way of harveat- 
ing machinery, and then the seed covered 
very lightly in the most desirable manner.

Improving Pastures. 

There are pastures that have never pro- 
duced as profitable crops as the trees on 
them. . ‘To get anything out of these past- 
ures to-day you have to send cattle scurry- 
ing over a large area to get what they 
shoul | get on six or eight acres; The re- 
sult is the cow works herself to death and 
works the butter out of her cream and the 
cream out of her milk. 

A cow should never take any more exer- 
cise than is absolutely necessary for her 
health, because exercise costs money, costa 

ood, coats milk, and cosets butter, A cow 
that bas to scurry over a large area to get 
food will not begin to give aa much milk 
aa one which can get iton s emall area and 
lie down and chew her cud and rest, 

Now, the question is what to do with 
these pastures. You can not fertilize them 
with. manure, because that disguate the 
. Consequently what is known as 
grass dressing, prepared by fertilizer com- 

ion, in a thing. In these pastures 
you have failed to renew the value taken 
from them by araxing. You have kept 
them from seeding. They need reseeding. 
They need also to be broken under, plowed 
end harrowed. The ordinary slanting- 
toothed harrow ia a good thing to use, 

Ie aa early epring as you onan possibly get 
on to it go over this pastare with « slant- 
ime: harrow and give it a good mix- 
ture, as mach as possible, a mixtare of June 
grassand white clover.

There as Elsewhere, 


Fijian women have a most affectionate 
disposition although, like ail semi-civilized 
people, they are extremely sensitive and 
ready to take offence at the verieat trifle 
Their skins ere uenally of a bright dark 
brown, smooth and glossy os polished 
marble, and many, while young, pomeess 
handsome features and most symmetrical 
forma; but, unfortunately, their nataral 
grace apeedily disappears after marriage-— 
at least, among the common people, who 
have no attendants to relieve them in the 
heavier duties of the household, While 
unmarried, their bair, picturesquely, adorn. 
ed with hibisous and other flowers la per- 


mitted to fall in thin plaite down the back 
of the neck, This ie regarded as a sign of 
maidenhood, After —— the plaite 
are out off, and not allo to be worn 


in. 

res Suvaand Levuka the women gener- 
al'y wear a blouge- shaped pinafore of thin 
white cotton, bat in their homes or in the 
interior districts they are content with the 
sulu, ® kind of loin-cloth made from the 
bark of the native mulberry tree, aad 
wrapped two or three times round the body. 
The manofacture of this cloth, called tappa, 
ie one of the @ industries in Fiji, the 
bark being bea with wooden mallets 
into thin sheets, which are joined together 
aa required. When taking part in the 
meke-meke, or native dance, the girle wear 
® short, thick — of dried grasa, 
adorned with black and yellow tappa 
streamers, the bodies remaining bare from 
the waist upward. The hair is decorated 
with flowers, and frequently frizzed and 
plaited in the fashion somewhat resembling 
that depicted in Assyrian sculptures. 

Moat of the chiefs and their wives areex- 
tremely particular concerning the olothing 
of their offspring, the girls usually wearing 
white cotton pinafores, or blouses, over a 
colored cotton petticoat. The families of 
the higher class of chiefs possess a some- 
what aristocratic oast of features, This 
is expecially noticeable in the descendants 
of King Thakombau. Among these is hia 
granddaughter, the Princess Ada, who 

many of the intellectual character- 
tics of the deceased monarch. Her,attire, 
ae becomes a member of the Fijian royal 
family, ie somewhat more elaborate than 
that generally worn, and consists of « thin 
silk bodice of some light color, edged with 
ornamented ribbon, and a calico pétticoat 
over a pair of loose calico trousers-——a cos- 
tume admirably adapted to the Fijian 
climate, Shoes and stockings are discard- 
od by Fijians of all classes, save on special 
occasions, and during the hot summer 
months many of the European residenta 
feel tempted to go and do likewise.

Making Dry Walks. 


The accompanying sketch shows the pro- 
per way of making « dry walk about one’s 
premises, The darker shading shows where 
a trench bas been dug, at the bottom of 
which ia laid a line of tile The earth is 
then shoveled back inte the trench, after 
the joints of the tile bave been carefully 
covered with hay to prevent the loose earth 
from getting into the joints before it has 
become firmly packed together, some eigh- 
teen inches at the top being left open. A 
foot of cobble or broken atones is then plac- 
ed upedi the earth and well packed down ; 
over thie is apread six inches of gravel, 
slightly rounded from side to aide, The 
gravel, and the rocks beneath, cause all 
water falling upon the surface to at onos 
disappear, while very soon emmal!l channels 
will be formed, leading down through the 
earth to the tile.drain. Not only will the 
walk Be thoroughly drained in thin way, 
but no amall-amount of land upon either 
side a9 well, One ean thus by a little 
planning arrange his paths so that they 
may coincide with the lines where under: 
draine are needed for the benefit of the 
land, Drains onder the middie of the 
driveway, and ander some of the principal 
walke, may thus be made to serve a double

TRADE CHEATS. 


Nething New Has Reon Developed in Many 
Coptaricn. 

Cheating in trade is no new thing. It 
waa practiced in the fourteenth century as 
well as the nineteenth, Que town's records 
dontain many cases of summary jurisdiction 
in matters affecting the price, weight and 
quality of food, clothing and other things. 
We oull a few from the archives of the city 
of Londen. In 1348 proceedings were 
taken against a butcher for selling putrid 
meat, Three reasons were alleged against 
this conduct at hie trial before the Mayor 
and Aldermen, lt was deceitful and dis- 
honest ; dangerous to the public health ; it 
brought scandal and disgrace upon the 
Mayor, corporation and all the inhabitants 
of the city that a Londoner should behave 
eo. After investigation he was found 
guilty, and condemned to be taken, with 
thie bad meat carried in front of him, to 
the pillory io Cornhill, and while he atood 
trerein the carrion he had tried to sell was 
burned under hia nose, 

It is well known that the pillory was an 
inatrument in which the culprit was fixed, 
incapable of movement, ex to the 
contempt of the people, The offence of 
the culprit waa always publicly proclaimed, 
and according to the views of the specta- 
tora, the punishment might be severe or 
otherwise, If they diahked the offense or 
the offender, their contempt would take 
the proverbial and torcible form of rotten 
eggs and dead cats, and the trader would 
make « closer acquaintance with his own 
wares, both raw and cooked, than he might 
find pleasant, 

A publican, convicted of selling unsound 
and unwholesome red wine, was sentenced 
to drink a draught of the same staff which 
he sold to the common people, the remainder 
being poured on hia head, and compelled to 
foreawear the calling of a vintner in the city 
of London forever, unless he could’ obtain 
the favor of the King, A note on the 
record states that he was readmitted five 
years later.

Will Berl Five Hendred Peends of Ex- 
Blesive with Beadiy accuracy—Ber- 
vibie Barer of This Sew Marvel of 
@rdaance Which Distances All Other 
Gums by a Very Simple bmprevement. 

Maxim, the gusmaker, and Dr, Scheap- 
phaus, the gunpowder expert, have just 
invented « cew cannon and terpedo powder 
which will knock all modern war-veasels to 
pieces like eggshells. This big gun will 
throw huge cannon-ball fall of explosives 
ten miles,and where (t strikes it will emash 
into kindling wood everything within 
hundreds of feet. 

In tact,thie new terror doesn’t even have 
to hits warship to do thie, If the shot 
lands in the water near by it will sink the 
ship and stun everybody on board from the 
force of the explosion. 

The discovery is called “ the Maxim. 
Schupphaus system of throwing serial tor- 
pedoes from guns by means of a specia; 
powder which starts the projectile with a 
low pressure and increases ite velocity by 
keeping the pressures well up throughout 
the whole length of the gun.” Patenta on 
the system have been taken out in the 
United States and European countries. 

The special powder employed is almost 
pare gun-cotton, compounded with auch a 
emall per cent, of nitro glycerine as to 
possess none of the disadvantages of nitro- 
glycerine powders, and preserved from 
decomposition through a slight admixture 
of urea. It is perfectly safe to handle, and 
can be beaten with « heavy hammer on an 
anvil without exploding.

M. Dieulatoy, while indicating 
the various advandes made by military art, 
and having shown that before the wars of 
the Medea no nation had any acquaintance 
with the rules of higher tactics and meeneey 
dwelt upon the fact that David wan + 
first of the Israelite leaders to form drilled 
and disciplined troopa, and 
what good use the king made of this army 
in the valley of Ke 

The plan of the battle, very clearly de~ 
scribed in the Bible, which ascribed the 
conception of it to Jehovah, comprised « 
flank march, a rapid ¢ of front, the 
rapid encompassing of the left wing of the 
Philistines, and an attack from behind on 
this wing. This was « complicated and 
bold turning movement, very difficult toexe- 
cave and something quite ou tof thecommon 
for the age in which it was carried out, 
M. Dieulafoy, who had discovered the 
theatre of operations and had made use of 
the general topography of the region in 
order to reconstitute the principal phases 
of the battle, pointed out that thia move- 
ment presented « striking snslogy with 
those executed by Frederick Il. at the 
battles of Moliwitz and Rossbach and by 
Napoleon at Auaterlitz, In the conduct of 
this operation David gave evidence of the 
highest capacities, taxing advantage of all 
the inequalities of the ground, forming his 
troops afresh in the w and char, 
impetuously, and M,

PRODUCTION OF MEERSCHAUM. 


Where Rich Boposits are Fennd-—Drying, 
Cleaning, Polishing and Packing, 


Mr, Oumberbatch, British Coneal at An- 
gora, in his latest report, says that rich 
deposits of meerschaum are found twenty 
miles to the southeast of Eeki Shehir, an 
important station of the Anatolian railway 
The Belgian Usnsul in Constantinople, who 
Teoently visited the place, atates that it 
would be difficult te determine the exact 
arena in which thé meerschaum is to be 
found. Judging from the number of pits 
at considerable distances from each other 
it must be extensive, 


The meerschaum is extracted in the same 
way ascoal, Pits from 25 to 120 feet dee 
are dug, and as soon as the vein is struc 
horizontal galleries, sometimes of consider- 
able length, are made, but more than two 
galleries are seldom to be found in one 
pit, The stone as extracted is called ** ham 
tash,’ or rough block, and is soft enough 
to be easily cut with a kaife. It ie white 
with a yellowish tint, and is covered with 
a red, clayey soil of about | inch thick, In 
this state the blocks are purchased by deal. 
era on the spot, not by weight or measure- 
ment, but according to approximate quanti- 
ty, either per load, of three sacks or per 
cart load, the _ varying from £5 to £20 
per load according to quality. These blocks 
are dried aud subjected to certain prepar- 
ationsbefore being conveyed to EskiShehir, 
Some of them areas seal oo & walnut, while 
others attain the size of cubic foot. Those 
which combine regularity of surtace and 
size are the best. The manipulation re- 
quired before they are ready for exportation 
ia long and costly. The clayey soil is 
removed and the meerschaum dried. In 
summer exposure for five or six days to the 
sun's rays suffices, but in winter # room 
heated to the required temperature is 

, end the drying process takes 
eight or ten daya. 

When dried the biocks are all well 
cleaned and polished, then they are sorted 
into about twelve classes, each clase being 
packed with great care in separate cases, 
and ‘each block being wrapped in cotton | 
wool, The bulk of the meerschaum is!

ENGLAND'S CHEAP TELEGRAMS. 


Por 129 Cents Twelve Werds Will Ge te Any 
Part of the Country. 


The total coat of all the telegraph lines 
tn the United Kingdom in 1870, the year 
that they were acquired, was $53,526,000 
The government set about immediately to 
extend the wires to every village of any 
importance, and to connect the cities and 
towns already equipped. Before govern, 
ment purchase the telegraph lines were 
owned by sumerous companies, which 
strung their wires only in and between the 
cities from which Were practicall 
ure of receiving table returns, Te 
remedy this defect over 15,(00 milea of 
wire were laid the first year that the gov- 
ernment owned the lines, 

Since 1870 the telegraph has become com. 
mon in nearly all parts of the world ; in no 
country i* it used more in business and 
social intercourse than in England. Govern- 
mental ownership there has meant reduced 

| tolla ; tolla so cheap that we open our eyes 
when we learn that a telegram of twelve 
words may be sent to any part of the king- 
dom for 12 cents, For this 12 cents in 
England the m is delivered within 
one mile of « head office or within the postal 
limita, parent the limite an additional 
of 12 cents ia made. 

In land the telegraph is operated in 
connection with the mail service; that is 
one t reason why the service ie made so 
cheap, The English government does not 
consider the telegraph service ae a means of 
revenue for the treasury, however, but asa 
means of information for the whole country, 
giving facilities of all kinds for ite use and 
extension in all classes, knowing that the 
treasury will benefit indirectly from the 
augmentation of the general wealth. In 
1870 the total messages tranemitted did not 
reach 7,000,000. Lo 1893 the annual total 
was éver 70,000,000, In 1869 the English 
newspapers sent 22,000,000 by telegraph.

Coughs may be from oold on the langs ; | 


from irritation of stemach of bowels, or | 


beth ; from worms ; irritation of the nose; | 
improper food, especially candies and | 
eweets, aod from deposits of tabercles on 
the lunge or larynx. Some claim that 


whooping cough is a disease of the kidneys, 
but this ia noteettied, Some brain treables 
also give coughs, Even deceyed teeth are 
occasionally the cause of coughs. 

Mra. H. lost one child with croup and 
another eight years old had « cough for 
three years, While all coughs should be 
treated by home remedies or a physician, 
we would say that one three years old has 
‘been long standing enough to have ‘‘gained 
residence.” Im thie family there seems to 
be an inherited tendency toward discaass of 
the reepiratery tract—the throat orlangs— 
but the mother hae not given ua enough 
about the health to say whether or 
potitia a clear case of lung trouble or 
whether it may or may not be caused by 
irritation of the stomach, The child has 
taken eight bottles of cod liver oil and is no 
better. This was on the theory, no doubt, 
that the child waa consumptive, This is 
likely untrue, as it is so ancommon for any 
one so young to have this disease.

Sore Mouth tn Babies. 


Young children are very liable to affeo- 
tions of the mouth which, though not 
dangerous, invariably produce discomfort 
and fretfulness. 

One of the commonest causes of sore 
mouth in babies is to be found in the irri- 
tation of teething, though any local irritant 
will cause the same trouble, Another fre- 
quent cause is gastricdisturbance, a faot 
which is shown by the acidity of the 
stomach and by the character of intestinal 
discharges, 

The first indication which usually appears 
in cases of inflammation of the lining 
membranes of the mouth ie restlessness on 
the part of the infant, and an indisposition 
to nuree, 

On looking into the mouth we observe 
that the gume and other parte are reddened 
and inflamed in certain places, and here 
and there are white specks like pimples. 
If the inflammation is not properly cared 
for and promptly anbdaed, these pimples 
aoon break down and become open sores, 

The principal point in the treatment of 
sore mouth is to correct any: general or 
special cause vpon which the local trouble 
seems to be dependent. ‘The bowels should 
be regulated and the acidity of the stomach 
controlled, 

If the disturbances of the stomach and 
bowels are not very marked, « little mag- 
nesia or limewater added to the milk, or 
given separately, will prove all that is re~ 
quired. 

Asa local remedy we may wash out the 
mouth with any mild preparation like borax 
and water or & solution of alum and carbolic 
acid. There is no special rule to be 
followed in preparing washes forthe mouth, 
except that they shall be cleansing and 
non-irritating. 

A very good way to treat sore mouth is 
to swab out the mouth carefully with warm 
water two or three times a day, afterward 
putting op the tongue a pinch of powder 
made of equal parts of powdered white 
sugar and borate of soda. 

We should remember, however, in treat- 
ng thie affection, that it rarely comes of 
teelf, but is almost always significant of 
some more general disturbance. 


Is Your Tongue Coated with Fur? 
The typically healthy tongue is clean, 
firm and of red color ; buat even in the 
robust health, it not wholly free from a 
coating of fcr, The origin of this fur is

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EARLY PRINTING IN ENGLAND. 
The Pieneers of Trpegraphy — Wee Carter 
the First Pagtiah Printer t 

An interesting contribution te the early 
histery of English printing ie made by Mr. 
W. H. Allsett in the latest number of 
Bibliographica. To thie magazine Mr. 
Allnatt sends a brief review of the early 
provincial printing press in England which 
suggests « possible change in the records of 
printing, and at all evente showa how 
rapid was the epread of the new art in that 
country, 

The first press estabrished in England 
outaide of London was in Oxford, then a 
now 4 university town, The date when it 
was first used opens an interestang question 
in the general history of printing. The 
fret book issued was “Exposicio in Simbolo 
Apestoloram.” The colophon, or inscrip- 
tion at the end ‘of this firet bonk bears 
plainly the date M,cooo.txvili (1468), This 
is acoepted generally by bibliographers as 
& misprint for 1478 ; bat if it ie correct it 
means that William Caxton waa not the 
first English printer,inaamuch as he did not 
set up his press in Weatminster until 1476- 
77. Assuming that the date of the Oxford 
book is incorrect, and that 1478 ia right, it 
shows that the university town was not far 
behind the English capital, The name of 
the Oxford printer ia not known certainly ;

existed there until 1547, when no fewer 
than three printers were at work. They 
were Anthony Scoloker, John Overton, and 
John Oswen. ‘The first and the last named 
printed in English books by Luther, Me- 
ian¢ththon, Calvin, and other reformers, and 
must have been busy, as they left Ipewich 
im 1548. Oswen went to Worcester, where 
he had # monopoly of printing religious 
beoks for Wales, and there, between 1548 
and 1553, he printed three additions of the 
Bible, and four editions of the “Boke of 
Common Praier,” and seventeen other re 
ligious and admoni booke. 

John Mychell printed Protestant as well 
aa Roman Catholic books at Oanterbury 
between 1549 and 1556, im which latter 
year he wens to London. 

On May 4, 1556, Queen. Mary granted a 
charter to the still rE oe eagei Com- 
pany, which gave to it and to the universi- 
ties of Oxford and Cambridge a practical 
monopoly of all printing in England. Afver 
the grant of this charter printers had to be 
freemen of London and members of the 
company. In consequence, the provincia! 
preas of England became silent; and for 
many years no legitimate publications issu- 
ed from what had had so promising « be- 
ginning,

Clover-sick Land. 

It has been noticed that it is almost 
impossible to grow red clover year after 
year upon ordinary farm soil, Old field 
of clover become thim and yield little, and 
are then said to be clover-sick, Experiments 
have shown that when land is in this 
condition none of the usual manures or 
fertilizers can be relied upon to secure a 
crop of clover, and the only means of in~ 
auring & goud stand and yield is to allow 
some years to — repeating the 
crop on the same The general reault 
of the trials on field soil was that neither 
orgenio matter rich in carbon as well as 
other elements, nor ammenium salta, nor 
nitrate of soda, nor mixed complete fertil- 
izera, availed to restore the full clover- 
yielding capabilities of thesoil, However, 
where some of these were applied in large

When an apple is frozen it makes a good 
deal of difference how it is thawed. When

When onions are frozen if thawed very 
gradually they will come out all right, 
What has this to do with dairying? . This 
much: Sadden extremes of 
dimntegrate. Don't chill the cream with 
chanke of ice in the charn and expect the 
beat resuita, Don’t heat it suddenly trom 
a low degree to the churning tem care 
aod churn immediately. Let it stand for 
some time at the right temperatare and 
better reaulta may be expec Tempera 
ture has very much to do with success in 
handling milk and cream—the right tem- 
perature is one of the essentials, Bat not 
only has the degree of beat very much to
